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Changing 


Pastorates 


REV. A. L. VESS 


(From the Wesleyan Methodist) 


The itinerating minister is constantly 
faced with the problem of changing from 
one place to another. The interests of 
the kingdom, the interests of his family 
and his own usefulness are involved along 
with other problems and complications. 
Tearing up and moving from place to 
place about the time one is settled down 
is no easy thing. If the laity had to try it 
a while they would not be so quick to de- 
mand that their pastor move on. Since 
the laity are involved, they should cer- 
tainly bear part of the financial respon- 
sibility in proportion to their interests 
and demands. But the time does come for 
a change and all must be willing to face 
the facts. The devil and some people al- 
ways want preachers to move on before 
they should, or wait until all is lost. Be- 
low we are making some _ suggestions 
which will help both our faithful pastors 
and churches to know when the change 
should come. 


So long as the preacher and the church 
grow together there is usually not much 
need for change, but unforeseen trouble 
may wreck the best pastor and church. If 
the Spirit, who sees the future, were 
heeded, these things could be avoided. An 
unselfish submission to the voice of God 
would save many evils and troubles. It is 
better for the church and pastor to 
change while the work is going good. 
No real pastor wants to leave a church 
except in good condition, and certainly 
no pastor desires to take a pastorate ex- 
cept in the best condition. 


When a church begins to run down it 
is certainly time to change. When the 
revival tide falls and is hard to revive, a 
change is usually needed. The early 
Methodists were governed largely by the 
spiritual tide. Their pastors were intiner- 
ating evangelists. When the attendance 
begins to fall off without other known 
reasons, a change in diet will usually help. 
When finances begin to fall off due to 
lagging interest, it is usually time to 
change. Of course, too many things af- 
fect finance to allow that alone to govern 
the length of the pastorate. 

When major friction and divisions arise 
over which the pastor has no control, it 
is “moving time” if the cause is to be 
saved. To stay on and lose the fight is 
destructive to pastor and church. It is 
usually best for the pastor to do all in 
his power to clean up the messes before 
he leaves, if he is sane and spiritual and 
not too much involved personally. If the 
friction is over him, he had better keep 
out and get out. It is not fair for a pastor 
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to run off and leave a lot of rubbish for 
a new and stranger pastor to clean up. 
The best way to keep down friction is 
nip it in the bud. Keen insight into condi- 
tions is an indispensable quality of any 
leader. “Old scores and old sores” are the 
common heritage of churches and pas- 
tors. No compromise with the world, the 
flesh or the devil will keep down divisions 
without smothering to death God’s true 
saints and wrecking His kingdom; but 
we must be willing to suffer much and 
bear many things if we would save the 
kingdom, but of course, there are some 
things too sinful to tolerate. 


When a pastor’s family becomes a men- 
ace greater than his contribution it is 
time to move on. When a man cannot 
govern his own household he cannot ad- 
minister the things spiritual with success. 
However, a pastor is not always respon- 
sible for home conditions and discipline. 
His wife often is the deciding factor. If 
she takes sides with her children, the poor 
man is against a stone wall; do not blame 
him too much. If he can carry on the 
church and does his best at home, con- 
cessions must be granted and much pa- 
tience is called for from the church. 
However, the church is of more impor- 
tance than the pastor’s family, because it 
involves many families and souls. If he 
cannot stem the tide and save the cause 
he must suffer the change. “Better one 
suffer than many.” Much could be saved 
by kind and open frankness between the 
pastor and his faithful members. If they 
make suggestions about his family he 
should not resent it and count them 
meddlers. The work is bound up with his 
family and he must consider both togeth- 
er or destroy both. Home discipline and 
church discipline are both of supreme im- 
portance, and have their solution in com- 
mon qualities. Many good ministers have 
felt that they were forced to alter their 
ministry and church administration be- 
cause of their inability to control their 
own families. It is better to move on. 
“Even so must their wives be grave, not 
slanderers, sober, faithful in all things. 
Let deacons... be ruling their own 
children and their own houses well.” It 
is too bad for those in office below or 
above the pastorate who cannot rule their 
own houses well. If the husband is not 
the head of the house, he will not be 
the head of the local church or other or- 
ganizations of the kingdom. The man 
who allows an ambitious wife or worldly 
children to set his standards will destroy 
the kingdom of Christ in greater or small- 
er places. Churches and denominations 
have been destroyed by domineering wives 


and reckless children. Let them take 
warning. 

The pastor must have sufficient sup- 
port to pay his honest debts or his min- 
istry is destroyed. If he cannot preach and 
pay his debts, then let him pay his debts 
and preach if time is left. Let him learn 
to live within his income. However, a 
sufficient salary is by no means a justifi- 
cation for a man’s remaining in any place 
or office. The ability to manipulate fi- 
nance and turn enough into his own pock- 
et to make things comfortable is no indi- 
cation that things spiritually are being 
cared for properly. Many pastors or other 
officials stay on and on for “filthy lucre” 
when God and souls demand that they 
move on. Unduly long pastorates are too 
often results of selfish interests. 

Your popularity among your members 
is by no means always a good reason for 
remaining on your charge. Your mem- 
bers may be dead as you are and not 
know or care for souls. It is possible to so 
manipulate your church as to get a 
“unanimous call” or nearly so on and on. 
A keen politician is far from a good pas- 
tor. If a man does his duty, will he have 
the approval of all kinds of people al- 
ways? “Woe unto you when all men 
speak well of you!”” Many churches and 
other organizations have been kept run- 
ning smoothly long after they are dead. 
There is never any friction in a grave- 
yard or in a chain gang unless there is a 
resurrection or a riot. 

On the other hand, some unexpected 
confusion or uprising is not sufficient to 
make a pastor run off from duty. Prop- 
erly administered church discipline may 
cause serious rebellion on the part of those 
needing such discipline, just as in the 
home. A pastor must not run away be- 
cause the battle gets hot, or some other 
poor man will have to suffer for his 
cowardice. We are living in a world of 
two opposing spirits and they both are 
often in our churches and must be reck- 
oned with. No man can be judged by 
peace or war, but only by the principles 
governing him. No real man can cater to 
every demand, if the spirituality of our 
churches is to be maintained. Soft culture 
has taken the backbone out of many of 
our pastors and leaders. The desire to 
please often replaces the desire to bless. 
Many fear to offend the devil more than 
they fear to grieve the blessed Holy 
Ghost. No intelligent or conscientious 
man desires confusion or trouble, but we 
are not in a neutral world and cannot be 
neutral at all times without being trait- 
ors. Letting the devil run roughshod over 
the cause of righteousness is equal to do- 
ing so ourselves. Dealing honofably in the 
open is far better than so much of this 
underhanded diplomacy in the church 
which is used by ruthless civil rulers. In 
church or state when these diplomats get

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Question: Here is a question that I 
would be glad you would answer. In Rev. 
11:1, 2, will you please explain what the 
court of the Gentiles is and what class 
of Gentiles it is that will tread the holy 
city under foot for forty and two months, 
and when will this take place?—J. L. S. 

Answer: The court of the Gentiles was 
the outer court of the temple; in fact, it 
was not a part of the temple but that 
part of the temple area which surrounded 
the temple itself. The Gentiles were not 
allowed entrance into the temple. There 
are now three classes of people recognized 
in the Bible—the Jew, Gentiles, and the 
Church of God. At the time to which 
Revelation refers, the Church of God will 
not be here for it will have been rap- 
tured, according to 1 Thess. 4:12-18. The 
only thing that has been hindering the 
antichrist from setting up his throne is 
the Church. As soon as it has been taken, 
things will shape up so as to bring the 
antichrist and his order into power. See 
2 Thess. 2:7. The antichrist and his hordes 
are Gentiles; that is, they belong to na- 
tions other than those that are Jewish.

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The Japanese move into French Indo- 
China is a direct challenge to these 
United States. Some months ago the Jap- 
anese government took control over all 
religious activities in their islands.

Secretary of the Navy Knox is still 
calling for a “shooting war.”

the upper hand, they do not mind war to 
the finish on all that is good. But in the 
face of all we must humbly walk with 
God, desiring holy peace based on holy 
principles; but willing to “fight the good 
fight of faith” and lay hold on eternal 
life, and live hereafter in peace if we 
have to be destroyed in the conflict here. 
Avoid all friction possible destined to de- 
stroy good but remember that a dishon- 
orable peace is worse than war and leads 
to a total war in the end, whether in 
church or state. 

Finally, all our calculations and advice 
will not tell every pastor or official when 
to remain or when to move on. A close 
and intimate understanding with the 
Holy Ghost is indispensable in all our 
choices and changes. The voice of the 
people may not be the voice of God. One 
charge may say that “God wants you to 
stay on,” while another may say, “God 
wants you here”; while God may not 
want you in either place. Most human 
beings are more human than we think, 
both preacher and people. “Getting out 
of the Spirit” is too often found out too 
late. Let us as pastors, officials and 
churches seek earnestly the mind of God 
and act accordingly. If you stay too long, 
dry rot or rebellion will ruin all your 
labors; if you rush ahead of the Spirit 
and move too soon, an unfinished task and 
fickle habits will be destructive.
